Overwhelming public sup- 
port for a . ban on lead in 
petrol even if it means higher 
petrol prices is indicated by a 
MORI opinion poll published 
yesterday. The poll, conduc- 
ted for CLEAR, the campaign 
for lead-free air, shows that 
nine out of 10 people in 
Britain believe lead. in petrol 
is a health hazard and want it 
banned.

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In spite of having defeated 
a censure motion in Parlia-- 
ment, Portugal’s coalition 
Government rhia weekend 
had to withstand more com- 
munist organised protests 
intended to bring it down. 

The Portuguese bishop’s 
conference, in a pastoral 
letter read out today, told 
workers that the strike 
weapon could not be regar- 
ded as “a sovereign right". 
Coming to the aid of the 
Government of Sefior Fran- 
cisco Pinto Balsemao, the 
church leaders condemned 
the politically inspired wave 
of strikes organized in recent 
weeks by the communist-led 
General Confederation of 
Labour. 

A hundred and thirty MPs 
belonging to the Democratic 
Alliance coalition voted on 
Friday against a Socialist no 
confidence motion which 
mustered only 116 votes. The 


vote underlined the Prime 
Minister's claim that his 
right of centre Government 
represents the only force 
capable of offering the coun- 
try stability. 

But this did not prevent 
thousands of workers ' from 
marching through Lisbon 
and Oporto yesterday while 
their leaders called for the 
Government’s resignation. 
The marches coincided with 
the sixty-first birthday of Dr 
Alvaro Cunhal, the Commu- 
nist Party leader. 

The Communists can 
obtain support from the 
working class easily enough 
for demands to end the 
Government’s 17 per cent 
statutory ceiling on wage 
increases. But the Commu- 
nists' offensive, which began 
on a national scale with the 
February 12. general strike, is 
really intended to prevent the 
proclamation of a reformed 


constitution by : April 25, th®. 
eighth anniversary of tne 
armed forces’ revolution. _

The suicide last Thursday 
of M Rene Lucet, the 
managing director oF the 
National Health Fund of the 
Bouches du Rhone depart- 
ment, the largest in the 
country, has blown up into a 
serious political controversy. 

'Moderate trade 'unions and 
the opposition say he was 
hounded to death by the 
vindictiveness of the CGT 
union organization- and its 
parent Communist Party, on 
whom he had declared war 
wi thin his administration. 

They also claim that Mine 
Nicole Questiaux, the Minis- 
ter for National Solidarity, 
ave in to their pressure for 
^is removal, on the grounds 
of financial Irregularities in 
the management of the fund. 

There have been calls for 
her resignation, for a govern- 
ment statement on the af Fair, 
and for an investigation by 
the Senate. 

It is. not . known why 
M Lucet, who was 38, shot 
himself- He was, by all 
accounts, a controversial 
personality. 

The minister had sus- 
pended him eight days before 
on grounds of the irregu- 
larities, described as/ incom- 
patible with his position in 
the public service and of his 
aggressively Gaullist, anti- 
communist - stand. Young, 
brilliant, and forthright, he 
was appointed by the pre- 
vious government to shake 
up the Bouches du Rhone 


fund, which was afflicted by 
absenteeism, excessive 

bureaucracy and dubious 
practices. 

He was successful, but 
antagonized the CGT and also 
the CFGT trade union mem- 
bers among his 3,500 em- 
ployees. When the Socialists 
came to power last May, .a 
vigorous campaign for his 
removal was launched. 

M Lucet’s methods were 
□ot above criticism. The 
social affairs inspectorate 
-had 'investigated them last 
year and found, for instance, 
that entertainment and travel 
expenses charged to the fund 
bad grown 33-fold between 
1978 and 1981. Its report 
emphasized the hiring of four 
drivers, suspected of being 
his bodyguard, who allegedly 
fiddled their expense 
accounts. 

M Lucet, in his reply to the 
minister’s letter suspending 
him, said that “since ray 
general management of the 
fund is beyond reproach, you 
have to use futile pretexts for 
your decision”. 

The Opposition and moder- 
ate trade unions are saying 
he was 'the first victim of the 
witch hunt started by the 
Government with the support 
of the CGT and CFGT”. 

Underlying the whole 
affair is the reform of the 
social security system — - it 
has a huge deficit — which is 
being worked on by Mme 
Questiaux.

— A. 44,881-ton 
oil tanker sank with nine of 
its 25 -American crewmen 
missing , presumed dead, 
after an explosion about 750 
miles east of Bermuda, 
United States Coast Guard 
reported.

A new face could in the end 
turn out to be enough. Tory 
strategists still remember what 
they call the “Healey factor” at 
the last election — the way they 
were able to tatmt Denis Healey 
even after two years of virtual 
monetarism with all the 
excesses of his earlier years as 
Chancellor. Many of them 
would argue that doning Sir 
Geoffrey Howe with Mr Brittan 
is a solution to suit all worlds. 

The consensus is s till, how- 
ever, that Sir Geoffrey wiD end 
up the survivor — albeit 
encouraged to approach next 
year’s Budget - with a fresher 
act around the hustings.

The Reagan Administra- 
tion is walking a difficult 
path as it reopens discussions 
in Europe this week on the 
Siberian gas pipeline, and 
possible further economic 
sanctions against the Soviet 
Union. 

The 3, 600-mile pipeline has 
become an important political 
issue in the United States, in 
which Administration con- 
servatives and moderates are 
pitted against each other in a 
classic bureaucratic struggle 
for control of East-West 
policy. 

The high-level debate over 
the pipeline, seen here as a 
symbol of Soviet exploitation 
of East-West detente, is 
accelerating _ a deepening 
mood of isolationism in 
Congress. 

The a United States believes 
the pipeline will not only 
make western Europe too 
decadent an the Soviet 
Union far energy- and there- 
fore open to Soviet black- 
mail, but the $ 10 , 000 m (about 
£5, 000m) or more that the 
Russians will earn in hard 
currency from selling the gas 
will enable Moscow co devote 
more money to its arms 
buildup. 

Taken together, these de- 
velopments and European 
anger at American attempts 
to halt the pipeline, threaten 
further damage to the 
already strained Western 
alliance. This is why the 
United States delegation, led 
by Mr James Buckley, 
Under-Secretary of State for 
Security Assistance, has a 
difficult and delicate mission 
when it arrives on Saturday 
for talks with senior Euro- 
pean officials. 


The Buckley, .delegation, 
which will also include Mr 
Marc Leland, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and 
Mr Lionel Olm er, under- 
secretary of Commerce, must 
return with both a facet- 
saving position for President 
Reagan and one that will also 
satisfy European critics. 

The task is made more 
difficult in the light of the 
belief of senior Reagan 
officials that the pipeline 
decision has already been 
resolved in favour ' of the 
moderates led by Mr 
Alexander Haig, the Sec- 
retary of State, and against 
the hardliners led by Mr 
Caspar Weinberger, the De- 
fence Secretary. 

. Even though the Adminis- 
tration insists publicly that 
no final decision^ has been 
taken, senior officials say the 
very fact that Mr Reagan 
delayed tougher action on 
the pipeline indicates that Mr 
Haig has won ah important 
batue. 

The issue was debated at 
length during- a session of 
the National Security Council 
last week. At this meeting Mr 
Weinberger, ' supported by 
senior National Security 
Council officials, argued in 
favour of . a tougher 
approach, calling _ for a ban 
on foreign subsidiaries of 
American firms from supply- 
ing vital equipment for the 
pipeline. 

He particularly wanted to 
stop British, _ German and 
Italian subsidiaries of Gen- 
eral Electric delivering tur- 
bines and compressors worth 
more chan Sl.OOOm. 

According to a Pentagon 
official such a ban would 
delay completion of the 


pipeline by more than two 
years and would raise the 
cost so much that it would 
make the project appear 
much less attractive to par- 
ticipating European nations. 

However, Mr Haig, while 
also opposing the pipeline, 
argued that it was not worth 
alienating Europe to the 
extent of causing permanent 
damage to the Western al- 
liance; to do so would be to 
play into the Russians’ 

“There is no point in 
pressing the alliance on the 
pipeline issue to the point 
where It cracks Western 
unity”, Mr Robert Hormats, 
Assistant Secretary for Econ- 
omic Affairs, said. 

According to official 
sources the Administration is 
not likely to take further 
action on the pipeline as long 
as the European allies agree 
to a more effective common 
policy on security and energy 
matters. . 

Options to be discussed by 
tbe Buckley delegation in- 
clude a renewed grain em- 
bargo against the Soviet 
Union, although this is not 
thought likely, in addition to 
other less important trade 
sanctions which remain a 
possibility. 

In particular, the United 
States v/31 press the Euro- 
peans to join in imposing 
tough credit restriction;; 
against the Soviet Union. 

Senior members of the 
Administration, Mr Haig 
included, have expressed a 
mixture of dismay and dis- 
belief at the “ridiculously 
soft” interest rates being 
granted to Moscow in pipe- 
line loans. American officials 
contend that by extending 


soft, government-backed 
loans to the Soviet Union — 
such as the $ 100 m recently 
announced by France — West 
European banks and govern- 
ments were effectively help- 
ing to shore up the ailing 
economies of the Soviet 
Union and its allies. 

Western credit restrictions 
— such as a refusal to 
refinance some $4, 000m in 
commercial- loans or an , 
ending of government 
guarantees for short-term 1 
trade credits — would create i 
severe financial problems for 
the Soviet block. 

Whatever face-saving 
action is eventually decided, 
the Administration is aware 
that the pipeline issue has 
become an important symtbol 
of American resolve for 
conservatives in Congress. . 

Influential voices have 
already been raised in the 
Senate, including that of 
Senator Ted Stevens, the 
Republican whip, suggesting 
that the United States should 
withdraw- some of its troops 
from Europe if the pipeline 
goes ahead. 

Conservatives have . also 
used the pipeline as a means 
of launching a new attack on 
Mr Haig, whom they believe 
to be too soft and accommo- 
dating with die Europeans, 
At a conference on East-West 
security last week. Congress- 
man John Leboutillier, a 
shrill right-winger, said die 
pipeline was the modem 
equivalent of the 1939 Ger- 
man-Soviet non-aggression 
treaty, and accused Mr Haig 
of promoting policies that 
would “not only destroy the 
Western alliance, but make 
die world infinitely more 
dangerous for the United 
States”. 


Indonesian 
bible gets 
Malay ban ~ 

From M. G. G. Pfllai, 
Kuala Lumpur, March 7 ' - 

Tbe Malaysian Government 
has banned the ’Alkitab, 
the Indonesian translation, of 
the Bible because it contains 
references _ to Allah. The 
Home Ministry says this is 
against the teachings., of 
Islam. Any church or individ- 
ual found in possession. . of 
the Alkitab is liable 1 ' * to. 
penalties which '.include im- 
prisonment. 

The problem arises because 
the Indonesians -do - not dis- 
tinguish between . Allah , and . 
Tuhan, as the Malaysians do; 
for the Muslim and non- 
Muslim God. 'i 

The Malaysians insist that 
the proscribed book cannot I 
be the Bible, but priests from 
both the Protestant and 
Catholic churches say that 
they use the Attikab as the 
Bible, in their regular Malay- 
langdage services, and have 
done so for more than.' a 
decade. . ' 

The Alkitab is a direct 
translation from the -Neiv. 
Testament in Greek and the 
Old Testament in 'Hebrew, 
and is published' under the 
direction- of '.-die> Supreme: 
Council t of Indonesian 
Churches.. 

The ban has now become a 
sensitive political issue, in 
view of the forthcoming 
elections. 

The Government’s dilemma 
stems from : the need ' to 
encourage the. national lan- 
guage, while- controlling the 
spread of Christianity among 
the Muslim population. 
Under both the Malaysian 
constitution and local prac- 
tice, ■ Muslims cannot be 
converted to other faiths. 

The churches themselves 
are treading very carefully.

Svetlana Alliluyeva, as stie 
is better known, bas been an 
occasional correspondent w 
Mr Muggeridge’s since she 
was taken by a book of bis 
about Jesus.

Writ- 
ing in 1980, she said she 
would like to talk to him 
about her life, which sbe sees 
as a saga, a satire and a 
tragedy all in one, “for the 
sake of those people who 
only watch good programmes 
on TV." 

Last summer she came to 
Robertsbridge. It is hard to 
imagine Mr Muggeridge dis- 
concerted by any visitation 
and here we saw him at his 
courteous, inquisitive ease. 

Svetlana calked about God, 
Jesus, her two children , in 
Russia “whose well-being 
depends on their being cut 
off from me” — and about 
her father and mother. 

The latter committed sui- 
cide when she was six, a fact 
she discovered in the Illus- 
trated London News, appar- 
ently a Kremlin perk. She 
confirmed it with an aunt. 
The suicide affected Stalin so 
much that an eye had to be 
kept on him to ensure that he 
didn't kill himself, but he 
rallied by transmuting grief 
into anger. Svetlana recalled 
that as a child she had known 
him show great tenderness 
but said in later years they 
were estranged. 

She described his incred- 
ible death. One evening be 
was found lying on the floor 
in his villa outside Moscow. 
As the fount of authority was 
speechless, nothing was done 
at first. Then down came the 
Politburo to take a peep. 
Beria decided Stalin was 
asleep, the maid was cen- 
sured, and the Politburo 
departed. Hours later they 
had to come again. •

Opec Still hold present oil price'

Leading oil ministers in the 
Organization of . Petroleum. 
Exporting Countries said 
yesterday that they expected 
to be able to hold oil prices at 
their existing levels, because 
of a concerted move to cut 
production. . 

This follows the announce- 
ment over the weekend that 
Opec will hold an emergency 
meeting in Vienna on March 
19, and confirmation by 
Suadi Arabia that it plans to 
reduce its official production 
ceiling from 8.5 million 
barrels a day to 7.5 million 
barrels a day. 

. Ministers from the leading 
Arab members of Opec, 
meeting is Qua tar for the 
second Arab energy confer- 
ence, said that the emergency 
Opec meeting would confirm 
an informal deal struck at the 
weekend. This would involve 
cutting Opec output from 
around 20 million barrels a 
day to 18.5 million barrels a 


day, and maintaining the 
present official pricing struc- 
ture, based on a $34 a barrel 
benchmark. 

Shaikh' All Khalifa Al- 
Sabah, Kuwait’s oil minister, 
said yesterday: “We are 
confident we will succeed in 
maintaining the present 
(price) level”, adding “the 
present crisis is a transient 

one”. 

Iraq’s Oil Minister, Mr 
Tayeh Abdul-Karim expects 
the downward pressure on oil 
prices to ease within two or 
three months. He ruled out 
any price cuts by Opec 
members,' and warned that 
they could cut output again if 
the , present oil glut 
continued. 

Western sources are, how- 
ever, sceptical whether a cut 
in production to 18.5 million 
barrels - a day will be suf- 
ficient to prevent further 
reductions in oil prices 


during the weak demand 
period Of the summer. Many 
observers feel that ' Saudi 
Arabia, the leading Opec 
producer, would, not be 
unhappy to see -the Opec 
benchmark price reduced 
from $34 a barrel to between 
$30 and $28. a barrel. 

Saudi Arabia's position is 
not yet clear. Shaikh Yamant, 
the ‘kingdom’s oil minister, 
said at the weekend that an 
emergency Opec meeting was 
not necessary. However 
later, after the Opec 
secretariat announced the 
March 19 date for such a 
meeting, he changed his tack 
and -said: “it is now possible 
to convene a very successful 
meeting”. . 

Shaikh Yamani confirmed 
that his country's production, 
ceiling would be lowered by 
one million barrels a day this 
mouth, and -repeated ■ his 
belief that the $34- a barrel 


price would be held until the 
end of the year. • . '

OFT studies bread 
price discounts

Bread pricing is being 
investigated by the Office or 
Fair Trading, which is con- 
sidering ' 'action under the 
■new Competition Act. The 
question is whether any 
bread manufacturers have 
adopted a strategy of .preda- 
tory pricing. 

The Monopolies and Merg- 
ers Commissioh, in its 1981 
report on discounts to re- 
els, pointed to the dang- 
ers of predatory pricing. This 
is when one or more domi- 
nant manufacturers use their 
resources to sell far below’ 
cost in order to try to drive 
smaller makers oat of busi- 
ness. 

This, brings short-term 
benefits to. consumers in. 
sharply lower prices but a 
later danger from a possible 
monopoly. The OFT said last 
night it was in contact with 
various parts of the industry 
after complaints and ex- 
pressions of concern from 
both management and trade 
unions in the bread industry 
about the level of discounts. 
There have been complaints 
from some independent re- 
nal plant bakers as well as 
jm trade unions. 

OFT investigators are look- 
ing closely at the role in the 
discount war being played by 
the two giants of the indus- 
try; market leader Associated 
British Foods (ABF), with a 
market share of about 32 per 
sent, and Ranks Hows 
Me Doug all (RHM) with about 
28 per sent. . 

tit there are likely to be 
difficulties m assessing 
whether a particular manu- 
facturer is selling well below 
cost. This is because some 
have more modern and ef- 
ficient plant than others and 
thus are able to afford larger 
discounts to retailers. 

ABF, for instance has 


more ' new generation plant 
bakeries than RHM. Associ- 
ated Family Bakers, now 
with 4 per cent of - the bread 
market, is also ra the fore- 
front of modernization, .with 
more capacity • coming in 
stream. 

. Over-capacity in the in- 
dustry is at the root of the 
discount war, particularly as 
more modern higher capacity 
bakeries are opened and 
more superstores and large 
supermarkets . join the 
growth sector- of inrStore 
“hot bread** bakeries.. . 

If • a plant -bakery is 
operating at less than 20 per 
cent capacity- it runs at a 
loss. The bif suppliers' to. 
multiple grocers such as 
Tesco and J. Sains bury are 
thus under pressure to give 
large discounts in orded to 
maintain volume production. . 

ABF started the new spiral 
of discounts last autumn'. 
This happened after’ Associ- 
ated family bakeriies made 
increasing . inroads into the 
supermarket chains by sell- 
ing selectively in some re- 
gional areas. Others, to stay 
in the race, matched the revel 
of discounting. The National 
Association of Master Bak- 
ers, representing nearly 4,000 
small bakers, said last night 
that prices in the supermar- 
kets of well under 30p a 
family-sized white loaf were 
making it more difficult to 
sell what they * regard as 
craftsman-made loaves at 
around 40p. 

After the crash of the 
Spillers baking interests in 
1978, maximum discounts to 
the multiple buyers had been 
running at most at 25 per 
cent before the discount war 
started.

Singapore’s financial 
community was sorely disap- 
pointed by last Friday 
annual budget, which failed 

to deliver concessions they 
had requested of Dr Tony 
Tan, Minister for Trade and 
Industry. In the months 
before the budget announce- 
ment, Dr Tan had private 
contacts with banks and 
trade associations, discussing 
wbat moves they saw as 
necessary for Singapore to 
meet its goal of becoming the 
“financial supermarket” of 
Saudi East Asia. 

The fact that Dr Tan is the 
first minister of trade and 
industry to have come from 
the banking sector engen- 
dered further confidence that 
he could come up with a 
dramatic drop in corporate 
tax, clearer guidelines on 
taxation of trading profits 
and capital gains, a review of 
the banking act, and confir- 
mation of large tax deduc- 
tions on fun a management 
fees. On all these, they were 
disappointed. 

Instead, the financial 
sector received modest con- 
cessions like the scrapping of 
the stamp duty on Asian 
currency loan agreements 
signed before AprQ 1, 1980. 
when these are repatriated to 
Singapore, and the abolishing 
of estate duty on gold 
deuosits < 

Singapore s success as the 
centre of the Asian dollar 
market, expected to top the 
United States $l,000m 
(£540. 5m) level by June, has 
been the core of its ambitions 
as the leading regional finan- 
cial centre. However, fund 
management has been ham- 
pered by unclear tax guide- 
lines on asset management. 
At the moment, profits from 
bonds, notes and floating 
rate certificates of deposit 
can be subject to 40 per cent 
corporate tax, as compared to 
Hongkong’s 16.5 per cent. In 
leaving this situation un- 
changed, the Singapore 
Government is sdll cautious 
on how it chaoses to encour- 
age growth 

This caution is all the more 
ironic when Singapore is the

Chancellor may bite into 
fruit machine profits 


It was a surprise when the 
Chancellor in his 1981 Budget 
failed to siphon off some of 
the big profits made from 
one-armed bandits. These 
account for much of- the 
price discount on club beer 
and probably rather more 
than half the profit in the 
average pub. 

Tomorrow it seems likely 
that the ChanceUor will at 
least increase the machine 
licence fees, or possibly 
bring in an ad valonun tax on 
takings, already subject to 
value added tax. 

Licence fees, higher in 
clubs where jackpot payouts 
are much greater, would 
offer the Chancellor the 
simplest route to adjustment. 
But an ad valorum tax, 
although more complicated 
to collect, would at, say, 10 
per cent cut into profits from 
the machines — known 
officiaUy as amusement with 
prizes, or AWP machines — 
by around 18 per cent. 

That would be a big blow 
for the industry. Pub tenants 
usually share profits with the 
brewer if they are tied; in 
managed houses all the profit 
goes to the brewer and in the 
clubs the AWP profits go a 
long way to supporting lower 
bar prices. 

The National Union of 
Licensed Victuallers has been 
campaigning strongly for 
pubs to be able to increase 
Jackpot prizes to match this 
competition from the clubs.

' Leicester City, four times 
beaten FA Cup Finalists, are well 
equipped to make it fifth time 
lucky if tins splendid perform- 
ance against Shrewsbury Town is 
any -guide. No-One who was at 
Filbert Street on Saturday could 
possibly underrate Leicester’s 
chances of reaching Wembley 
again and lifting the FA Cup for 
the first tune. 

Even Tottenham Hotspur, the 
holders, and the team erf the 
moment, would not relish meet- 
ing Leicester in this mood. To 
win .a Cup tie by three goals .is 
one thine to win by such a 
margin after your goalkeeper, 
who is also your captain, has to 
retire injured in the first half, is 
so me t hing else. 

On paper this sixth round tie 
looked the least glamorous of the 
four Cup matches. Both Leicester 
and Shrewsbury have failed to 
make an impact on the second 
division this season and neither 
was expected to bring the house 
down. But in the event,, that is 
what happened. 

The most startling fact of a 
memorable 90 minutes was that 
three players donned the goal- 


keeper’s jersey for Leicester. 
Wallington’s replacement was 
Youhg and Young , himself, was 
temporarily replaced by Lynex at 
the start of the second half after 
being concussed in. a collision 
with McNally. 

With Young and Lynex keeping 
i-l»an sheets and Melrose, a 
substitute, scoring two of Lei- 
cester’s five goals Shrewsbury 
were forced to acknowledge that 
it was not their day. And 
bookings for Atkins and Bates, 
plus a own goal by Griffin which 
changed the course of the match, 
increased their frustration. 

Although May headed Leicest- 
er into a sixth minute lead, there 
was little inkling of the extra- 
ordinary events that were _ to 
follow. Wallington hurt his thigh 
making a crucial save from Bates .

fascinating twist. 

Shrewsbury made effective use 
of their tall strikers, Atkins and 
Biggins, by pumping long, high 
balls into the heart of Leicester’s 
: suspect defence and impressed 
bv the way they refused to panic 
[after falling behind so early. But 
'if the first half was Shrewsbury’s 
by a whisker, die second was 
Leicester’s by a mile. 

Lacking a specialist goal- 
keeper, they wisely decided that 
attack was the best form of 
-defence and destroyed Shrewsbu- 
ry. 

After 64 minutes Melrose toe- 
ended an inch perfect Lynex 
centre- past Wardle and then 
Kelly and Melrose set up Lineker 
for goal nunber four. When 
Melrose completed the scoring 
with a header a minute from time 
he hammered home the unmis- 
takable message that better teams 
than Shrewsbury would have 
crumbled under Leicester’s on- 
slaught.

Captain Ranneft was owed a 
favour by the Americans- in 
1941. because he had leaked 
to them the secret, of the 
Eofor*! gun, by way of a 
friend in Java. 

Captain Ranneft was called 
to the Office of Naval- Intelli- 
gence on December 2. five 
davs before the attack, and 
told by Admiral Wilkinson, 
head of. the Office, 1 that two 
Japanese aircraft-carriers had 
left Japan, heading east.

Nature notes . 


House sparrows . are singing 
everywhere though . scarcely 
noticeable except as a gurgled 
string of ordinary chirps- Tree 
sparrows arc still in "their winter 
flocks an farmland, and few have 
vet returned to the orchard trees 
and pollard willows in whose 
holes they .will nesr. Gold crests 
break into song like a wheel softly 
spinning, in the depths of yews 
and fir trees. They hare become 
much more common,, in Be tain 
having invaded the new conifer 
plantations. FiracreSts have estab- 
lished themselves as . regular 
breeding birds in southern Eng- 
land in recent years, particularly 
favouring Buckinghamshire. 

Aspen trees are thick and 
woolly .with catkins, the male 
ones a rich red, the female long 
and green. Tbe yellow-green flow- 
ers of dog’s mercury are abundant, 
on woodland Doors : it is one of 
the only flowers ever to be Seen 
in the barren brown spaces under 
beech trees.- By riversides, the 
pink clusters of butterbur are 
coining out, though their leaves, 
which win grow up- to a yard 
wide, have hardly began to ap- 
pear. On rubbish tips' tough old 
stems of scentless may weed, which 
survived the winter, are putting 
out white blooms. . D J M
